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Iranian Muddle 


Moves to Climax 


Although the situation is still chaotic 
and the outcome by no means certain, 
the reported overthrow of Mohammed 
Mossadegh, the aged fanatic who only 
a few days ago seized control of the 
Iranian government, offers hope to the 
West. 

It is apparent that the countercoup 
has the backing of the army, which has 
maintained its loyalty to the shah, 
whose friendship for the West and his 
desire to settle the Abadan oil question 
with Britain resulted in his ouster by 
Mossadegh only a few days ago. 

The latter, an incurably Nationalist 
fanatic, leading equally Nationalist fa- 
natics and his country toward Commu- 
nist domination, had been seeking abso- 
lute power for months. We can now 
hope that this has been ended. 

Mossadegh’s policies had been lead- 
ing his country to economic ruin. His 
exploitation of the normal Moslem dis- 
like of foreigners, aided and abetted by 
the Communist Tudeh Party, was head- 
ing his country toward economic chaos 
ard economic ruin. 

The moderate policies of the shah, 
who had instituted wide reforms in his 


poverty-stricken land, were aimed at 


relieving his country’s distress while 
maintaining its independence. He fa- 
vored a compromise with the British 
over the disputed oil refinery at Aba- 
dan and over exploitation of his coun- 
try's greatest resource. 

If Mossadegh has been ousted and 
the shah firmly returned to power, the 
oil impasse may be solved. In its solu- 
tion, the British should give Iran its 
right and just share of the proceeds 
from its oil. Unless they do, even the 
shah cannot prevent a recurrence—and 
this time it might be successful—of the 
unhappy events of the past 18 months 
in Tran. 

The ouster of Mossadegh gives the 
West, and Britain, their great opportu- 
nity to help bring order back to stra- 
tegic, oil-rich Iran.

Covington Awaiting 
Fluoridation Approval 


“Each day a community fails to 
fluoridate, the children of that commu- 
nity are being denied better teeth, and 
thus—better health.” 

So says Dr. T. F. Sellers, director 
of the State Department of Public 
Health, in urging Georgia cities to add 
fluoride to their water supplies. 

“What are we waiting for?” asks 
the state health director in concluding 
his appeal. 

Not all cities are waiting. Led by 
Athens and Decatur, they have acted to 
prevent needless tooth decay. 

The community moving most re- 
cently in the right direction is Coving- 
ton. The City Council in the Newton 
County seat has approved fluoridation. 
The plan has the endorsement of the 
Newton County doctors and dentists 
and of civic clubs. 

Covington is waiting—but merely 
on the final approval of the state health 
department. : 

Dr. Donald Morrison, past president 
of the Florida State Dental Society, 
made the following prediction with re- 
spect to fluoridation: ¢ 

“In 10 years every town in the na- 
tion will use fluoride as they now use 
chlorine when needed. In 15 years 
there will be 75 per cent cavity-free 
kindergarten age children. There will 
be 50 per cent cavity-free high school 
children. In 20 years it will be a rare 
thing for a young person to have a per- 
manent tooth-lost by extraction.” 

When that time comes in Covington 
and other progressive towns like it, 
youngsters yet unborn are going to look 
back, smile broadly through a set of 
sound teeth and call present leadership 
blessed. 


Bradley's Report Is 
A Brilliant Summary 


Small men who have sought to dis- 
credit a very great American, Gen. 
Omar N.. Bradley, retired chairman of 
the Joint Chiéfs of Staff, will scream 
in louder fury at his brilliant report to 
the American people on the difficult 
job he has left and in his reaffirmation 
of the traditional role of the military in 
our democracy. 

The report, published in two install- 
ments in The Saturday Evening Post, 
is packed with sober thinking and 
sound judgment. It contains a blue- 
print for the defense of America as 
drawn by a man: who‘has devoted his 
life to that task and who. has learned 
in the past four years through: hatd | 
experience the new challenge of Com- 
mufiist military power. 

It is to General Bradley’s credit that 


he waited until his retirement to pub- 
lish the report. Its modest presenta- 
tion, as well as its timing, is in. keeping 
with the soldierly tradition of this 
country. Its evaluation of the nation’s 
course in the immediate past and its 


warnings about the future make good 


sense. 

Does America want military men to 
make its political decisions? What Gen- 
eral Bradley’s.critics dislike him most 
for was his refusal to interfere with 
political decisions about the conduct of 
the Korean War. He never sought: to 
impose his judgment on the National 
Security Council or on the chief of 
state. 
President Truman and President Eisen- 
hower was to fight a limited war. Gen- 
eral Bradley held the military to it. 

His concept of the role of the mili- 
tary is a sound one and a traditional 
one.in the American way: “We were 
America’s top military advisers—but 
still only advisers. We were devoted 
by training and reasoned conviction to 
the American principle of civilian con- 
trol over the military. Therefore, all 
our plans must fall within the scope 
of the national will, as expressed 
through the President and Congress.” 

Paraphrasing one of his own ex- 
pressions, we can truthfully say that 
General Bradley was the “right man in 
the right place at the right time.” 


The RA Parade Was 
An Impressive Sight 


A parade in Atlanta is no novelty. 
The city has them. frequently. 

They initiate the membership of 
fraternal orders and entertain the side- 
walk crowds, they herald worthy 
causes, they honor visiting “firemén.” 

But they don’t come often like the 
procession of Wednesday afternoon— 
5,000 boys from the tier of states across 
the southern half of the U.S. here in a 
great Christian cause—the first South- 
wide Congress of the Royal Ambassa- 
dors, Southern Baptist unit designed to 
make men missionary-minded followers 
of the Lord. 

Parade floats emphasized the theme 
“We are ambassadors for Christ.” ‘They 
called attention to the fact that 1953 
marks the 45th anniversary of the 
founding of the order and they pre- 
sented the several facets of the RA or- 
ganization—its spread to 28 countries 
and its recreational activities. 

If Atlantans did not know the 5,000 
to 8,000 young Baptists were among 
them—and they might not have, for 
the boys are orderly conventioneers— 
they knew it after the parade.

The South’s Need Is 
More Quality Cows 


The U. S. Department of Com- 
merce’s most recent cow census shows 
that the number of milk cows on the 
farm is on the increase in the South- 
east in contrast to a definite decline in 
the size of dairy herds elsewhere. 

That is all to the good. The trend 
must continue if the Southeast would 
become independent dairywise. 

But increasing the size of the herd 
is not enough. More cows may méan 
more milk, but they won’t mean more 
money for the dairymen unless they 
are good producers. 

For instance, an average Georgia 
cow gives about half as much milk as 
the average in a “dairy” state. But she 
takes *just as much feed. 

In dairying, self-sufficiency is not 


in numbers only. Not only must the 


Southern farmer add to his herd, but 
he must add quality cows capable of 


paying their way and allowing him a~° 


fair margin of profit.

Glaring Deficiency 


In Social Security 


When the social security law began in 
1936 it was provided that a person retiring 
on old age benefits would get a “primary’”’ 
benefit, which would be increased by one- 
half of 1 per cent-for each year he had 
worked in covered employment. In 1950 
the increment factor was dropped. 

Today a person retiring gets no addi- 
tiona] amount by reason ’of the length of 
time he has been under the system and 
for which taxes have been paid.

It will be recalled that Congress has for 
years wrestled with the proposal to create 
a national Fair Employment Practices 
Commission but a powerful minority has 
again and again filibustered against the 
passage of the measure. In the presidential 
campaign of 1952, Mr. Eisenhower ex- 
pressed himself as not in favor of a ‘‘com- 
puisory’”’ FEPC and extolled the virtues of 
a “‘voluntary”’ plan. 

The new committee, however, starts out 
as if it were going to use the government's 
contracting power on a compulsory basis. 
Vice-President Nixon, who is to be chair- 
man of the committee, has been quoted as 
saying that ‘‘since the government spends 
annually on government contracts $40,000,- 
000,000, or one-fourth of all the money spent 
on production in the United States, we can 
deal with 25 per cent of the problem be- 
cause we control the purse strings ... 
where public funds are involved, all seg- 
ments of the population should enjoy the 
benefits.” 

This concept, if taken literally, could 
mean that the Federal Government has the 
right, because it purchases goods from pri- 
vate companies, to regulate the employ- 
ment practices of those companies. While 
such a power might in some cases have a 
worthy objective in seeking to eliminate ra- 
cial or religious bias, it could also be con- 
strued as a right to regulate an industry’s 
entire employment practices s0 as to make 
them acceptable to the Federal Govern- 
ment. It could mean that, if an executive 
department so willed it, the right to strike 
could be prohibited on any job or contract 
which the Federal Government awarded. 
It could mean that employers would be re- 
quired to hire proportionate numbers from 
each of the different religions and sects so 
that “‘all segments of the population should 
enjoy the benefits.’’

so that electricity became within the means 
of nearly everybody. 

That was accOmplished, as the public 
also knew, against the constant resistance 
of the private utilities. They previously 
had enjoyed a virtual monopoly which they 
had exploited to the limit. Like any mo- 
nopoly, it had become apathetic about de- 
veloping new opportunities and expanding. 

Now it is obvious to the public that the 
utilities are very influential here again. 
The public has become suspicious and that 
was reflected in the reporter’s question 
about the difference in policy to Under- 
secretary Tudor, who was filling in for Sec- 
retary Douglas McKay who, himself, is 
still away on a prolonged visit to Oregon, 
his home, and the Pacific Northwest. 

The evasions among top Interier depart- 
ment officials, the double-talk, the gun-shy 
attitude—all have contributed to public sus- 
picion that the utilities really do have a 
strong voice in policy. This is confirmed, 
in fact, in the new statement on policy. In 
some very skillful language, it clearly 
places restrictions hereafter on expansion 
of public power and on the public control 
hitherto exercised through electric co-ops 
in ownership of their own transmission 
lines from public projects. It opens the 
way for private utilities to grab power sites, 
such as Hell’s Canyon,

struction of facilities which local interests, 
either public or private, are willing and 
able to provide in accordance with licenses 
and other controls of the Federal Power

Atlanta—Your editorial] suggesting stag- 
gered working hours for Atlanta points up 
the most important single step this com- 
munity could take to improve not only tran- 
sit but all traffic conditions. 


Preliminary studies by the Senatorial 
Transit Study Committee indicate that only 
a 15-minute change in working hours by 
half the major downtown employers would 
slash in half our rush-hour traffic prob- 
lems. For approximately 30 minutes, 
morning and evening, our streets and ex- 
pressways are jammed to capacity, our 
transit vehicles are jammed and the de- 
mand for service at parking facilities is 
overloaded. 


A slight staggering of hours would mean 
just half as much traffic on any street at 
any time, just half as many people wait- 
ing to park or get automobiles in parking 
facilities, and just half as many people on 
any particular bus or trolley—and all these 
advantages would not cost the community 
one dollar.

Maybe God gave you more talents and 
better opportunities. Maybe He has more 
freely poured His blessings upon you. The 
fact that you are getting along better than 
somebody else should drive you to your 
knees in thanksgiving. 

If you feel any conceit, it is because you 
have been looking down. A mountain 
shamés a modlehill until both are humbled 
by the stars. Look up to God.

A General to the End 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 19—The governor told 
him he was absolutely the greatest, absolutely. The sena- 
tor told him he’d caused much fame to be heaped upon 
_the state of Tennessee. The President wired him that his 
double-barreled career had been one of great distinction. 
His old troops presented him an air-conditioned car 
(name available on receipt of a self-addressed postal 
card). And then they demoted General Bob Neyland to 
the rank of colonel Tuesday night. 

Roughly speaking, this is what took place at the Cherokee 
Country Club, an establishment of striking location that hangs on 
a cliff several hundred feet above an elbow in the long arm of the 

Tennessee River that reaches from 

' North Carolina to the Mississippi. Ev-

eral was marked down to a colonel, but there was honor in this. 
‘“I’d rather be a colonel on the staff of the governor of Tennessee 
than the general of the whole Army,” Neyland said, employing 
one of the freedoms allowed on such occasions. 


Herman Hickman, the Falstaff that Yale prepped for a 
career selling ceegars, was running off the events of the eve- 
ning, and soon after the vitamins had been passed it became 
obvious that Tennessee is prepared for his -retirement as a wit, 
too. Hickman introduced another large fellow named Al Ro- 
tella, whose figure makes Herman look like an_ invalid. 
Rotella coaches at LaFollette High School, and he had the 
building in an uproar as he attempted to tell the General for 
the prep coaches that he hated to see him go. 


‘‘The General was instrumental in getting me my $3,600-a- 
year job,”’ Rotella said, ‘‘and I want you to know he’s got the 
first dollar I ever made.” 

It’s true. Neyland carries a dollar bill in his pocket on which 
Rotella has written: ‘‘The first dollar I ever made, Al Rotella.” 


—‘They Haven’t Got the Background’

Warmath, Bowden Wyatt, Hobo Thayer, Breezy Wynn and Bobby

“Coach Neyland used to have a favorite pregame pep talk he 
gave us,’ said Thayer. the homespun captain of the great ’28 
team. “It always ended with, ‘They can’t beat you, boys. They 
haven't got the background.’ We were getting ready to play Van- 
derbilt in ’28 and he didn’t show .up in the dressing room until just 
before the game. About all he had. time to say was, “They haven't 
got the background.’ 


‘“‘Some of ’em snickered, but 1 had to bust out loud laugh- 
ing. Coach demanded to know what was so funny, and I said 
nothing. ‘Come on, let’s have it,’ he said.

Tom Siler, the Knoxville News-Sentinel columnist who 
wheelhorsed this shindig, read out the pick of the wires and 
he stopped the show with a short, simple expression of affec- 
tion from a soldier in Japan. It didn’t say much, except that 
the soldier hated to see his old teacher go. It came from 
Jimmy Hahn, the ’51 blocking back. Some vintage customarily 
is required to develop such sentiment for an old coach.

Seized Beans Had U. S. Okay, 
Frozen Food Firm Asserts 


Ofticials of an Atlanta frozen food company said Wednesday 
that 15,704 packages of frozen lima beans had been examined and 
approved by the U. 8. Department of Agriculture months before 
they were seized in a condemnation attempt by the U. S. Food and 


Drug Administration. 

Allen V. Croom, president of 
Thrif-T-Pak Co., said his com- 
pany will fight the FDA's U. S&. 
District Court suit to condemn 
the beans. 

He asserted that the FDA's suit 
is atest case involving principles 
which affect the operation of all 
frozen food packers and labeling 
companies, 

Croom exhibited a Department 
of Agriculture certificate of quali- 
ty which showed that department 
inspectors had found the beans of 
satisfactory color, texture, flavor 
and size to be graded “‘U. S. 
Standard Baby Lima Beans.’ 
The certificate was numbered 
177850, 

The examination, he said, was 
voluntary on the. company’s part 
and was part of its regular pro- 
cedure. ‘‘We have the Agricul- 
ture department inspect every 
lot of processed food we handle,” 
Croom said. 


The FDA suit contended that 
the beans wefe actually dried 
beans and were mislabeled be- 
cause the picture on each pack- 
age showed baby lima beans of 
a bright green color, 


Croom said that ‘‘dried beans’’ 
in the FDA’s usage does not 
mean what the average consumer 
means by ‘dried beans.”’ 

“Real dried beans are 


left 


in the fields to be dried naturally 
by the sun. What the Food and 
Drug Administration apparently 
is attacking is a method of keep- 
ing the beans fresh while we are 
waiting to pack them. This 
method is used by all frozen 
food processors large and 
small,” Croom explained. : 

“We can't ascertain any reason 
why our company was picked for 
this test case,’’ Croom said. ‘‘The 
process is one commonly used by 
all packers.”’ 

Croom also pointed out that 
the processors have no choice in 
the color and design of labels. 
“Special labeling firms furnish 
us and most other packers with 
standard designs. All the packer 
does is put his brand name on the 
label,’’ he explained.
